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PREFACE. 



The scope and method of this volume of Livy are the same 
as were set forth in the preface to Books I. and II. The wants 
of college students have been kept steadily in view, and the 
chief object of the commentary is to stimulate such students 
and aid them in forming the habit of reading Latin as Latin^ 
of apprehending thought in its Latin form and sequence, and of 
entering with intelligent sympathy into the workings of Livy*s 
mind and his conception of his country's history and destiny. 

The text is based upon the recension by August Luchs (Ber- 
lin, 1888) of the Codex Puteanus and of its best derivatives* 
This codex was probably written in the sixth century, and is 
now in the National Library at Paris. Deviations from Luchs 
are generally in a closer adherence to the manuscript readings. 
Luchs* treatment of the text is conservative, but at times his 
changes do not seem necessary. The best manuscripts more 
or less misrepresent the original author; but the object of 
criticism should be to ascertain, not what we may think the 
author ought to have said, but what, in view of his mental 
peculiarities and of his surroundings, he probably did say. 

On the other hand, the editors have reproduced less often 
than Luchs the vagaries and inconsistencies of the manuscript 
spellings. As the oldest Latin manuscripts are centuries later 
than the authors themselves, and have usually been copied and 
re-copied under oral dictation, they often contain the accumu- 
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lated blunders and whims of many scribes ; their spelling can- 
not, therefore, be very sacred or trustworthy. Our knowledge 
of Latin orthography is based in part upon manuscripts, but 
much more and more securely upon the evidence of inscrip- 
tions, the statements of the Roman grammarians, and the fact 
that the ancient orthography was essentially phonetic. A 
method thus derived is necessarily conventional, and cannot 
faithfully reproduce the method of any single writer ; but it 
is, for ordinary purposes, the best attainable. Such forms, 
therefore, as aecum^ arena, exaustum, miUia, set, though they 
are in the best manuscripts of Livy and are of value to special- 
ists, have been discarded. 

In the preparation of the commentary, beyond the free 
use of what has become the common property of scholarship, 
acknowledgment of aid is due to these works : the editions 
of Weissenbom-Miiller (Berlin, 1891), Wolfflin (Leipsic, 
1 891), Capes (London, 1889), Dowdall (London, 1888), Rie- 
mann and Benoist (Paris, 1888) ; Ktihnast's Die Hauptpunkte 
der Livianischen Syntax (Berlin, 1872), Riemann's Etude sur 
la langue et la grammaire de Tite Live (Paris, 1885) ; R. B. 
Smith's Rome and Carthage (New York, 1886), Dodge's Han- 
nibal (Boston, 1891), Hesselbarth's Untersuchungen zur drit- 
ten Dekade des Livius (Halle, 1889) ; Taine's Essai sur Tite 
Live (Paris, 1888). 

For an account of Livy's life and writings, and an estimate 
of his strength and weakness as a historian, the reader is 
referred to the Introduction to Books I. and II.

INTRODUCTION. 



Rome and Carthage. 

I. The twenty-first and twenty-second books of Livy treat 
of the events of 219-216 b.c, the opening years of the second 
part of the great struggle between Rome and Carthage. It 
was a struggle between the Indo-European and the Semitic 
races for supremacy on the Mediterranean Sea, and for the two 
powers engaged was one for existence even. The Phoenicians, 
the great commercial nation of the East, had extended their 
mercantile relations throughout the eastern Mediterranean, 
and,' crowded out of Grecian waters by the activity of the Hel- 
lenic tribes, had concentrated their influence upon the Euro- 
pean and North African coast in the West, long before the 
Latins had emerged from the condition of a simple agricultural 
community. But Rome from her peculiarly advantageous posi- 
tion controlled the whole commerce with the interior of Italy. 
Hence, though perhaps the Romans were not a commercial 
nation in the same sense as were the Greeks and Phoenicians, 
sending their own ships and expeditions to every quarter of 
the world, yet their wealth and power were really founded upon 
commerce, and their merchants were seen and their trade was 
established in every part of the West. In the conduct of this 
commerce they early came in contact with the Carthaginians, 
who were their most active rivals. Carthage was a Phoenician 
colony which had been peaceably established in prehistoric 
times (probably in the ninth century b.c.) on the northernmost 
point of the coast of Africa, and had gradually extended its 
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power in the western Mediterranean. Before the end of the 
sixth century B.C. the Carthaginians had become masters of 
much of the northern and western coasts of Africa, of the 
islands of Corsica and Sardinia, and of a large part of Sicily, 
where they were contending with the Greek colonies for do- 
minion. They had also founded colonies on the coast of Spain. 

2. According to Polybius (iii. 22), in 509 b.c. the Cartha- 
ginians made a treaty with the Romans by which the mer- 
chants of Rome were excluded from all the lands south of 
the Promontorium Hermaeum (Cape Bon). In spite of the 
express statement of Polybius it is more probable, though by 
no means certain, that this treaty was not made till 348 b.c., 
(lyivy vii. 27) some hundred and fifty years later. But in any 
case it shows that the Romans had long before the latter date 
extended their commercial relations to all parts of Italy and 
Sicily and in some degree to Africa. 

3. The contest for the possession of Sicily between the 
Greeks and Carthaginians continued with various interruptions 
till 338 B.C., when a treaty was made with Timoleon by which 
the island was divided between the rival powers. This state 
of things lasted till about 289 B.C., with the exception of a 
short period of war with Agathocles of Syracuse. Later, the 
Carthaginians were gaining on the Greeks, when the advent of 
Pyrrhus, in 278 B.C., forced them back to the extreme west 
of the island, until his withdrawal, in 275 B.C., left the field 
again in their possession. In the meantime, through fear of 
the Greeks friendly relations had been established between the 
Romans and their old rivals. The treaty of 348 b.c had been 
renewed in 306 b.c. (Livy ix. 43 et cum Carthaginiensibus 
eodhn anno foedus tertio renovatum, legatisque eorum qui ad 
id venerant comiter munera missd). Another renewal was 
made in 281 b.c (Livy, Per. xiii. cum Carthaginiensibus 
quarto foedus renovatum est) when the war with Pyrrhus was 
impending, and a Carthaginian fleet was offered to the Romans, 
which, however, doubtless firom jealousy, was declined. In 
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272 B.C. the appearance of a Carthaginian fleet before Tarentum 
was regarded by the Romans as a breach of the treaty (Livy, 
Per. xiv. CarthagitUensium ckusis auxiiio Tarentinis venit^ 
quo facto ab hisfoedus violaium est). 

The First Punic War. 

4. With the departure of Pyrrhus the Romans became prac- 
tically masters of the whole of Italy, and now the two grasping 
nations came face to face on the two sides of the Strait 6f 
Messina. Their first hostile contact was forced by the Romans 
with characteristic aggressiveness. They undertook to assist 
a lawless band of Campanians, who had seized Messina, against 
Hiero of Syracuse and the Carthaginians, and for the first 
time, in 264 B.C., a Roman army crossed the strait into 
Sicily. The success of this army drew Hiero to join the Roman 
cause, and a war was begun which lasted more than twenty 
years. The possession of Sicily was hotly contested by land, 
but, from the extraordinary power of the Carthaginians on the 
sea, the war was chiefly a naval one. The Romans, who were 
without any considerable fleet, contrived with marvelous energy 
and ingenuity to build one ; and, in spite of many disasters, 
they finally, in 241 b.c., by a victory at the iEgates islands, 
so crushed the power of the Carthaginians that the latter were 
forced to submit to a disadvantageous treaty, by whfch they 
lost Sicily with all the islands l)dng between Italy arid Sicily. 
Thus closed the First Punic War — a war, as Polybius says, the 
longest, the most continuous, and the greatest which the world 
had then known. 

Troubles of Carthage at Home. 

5. Hardly was peace concluded with Rome when Carthage 
was seriously threatened by the combined revolt of her mer- 
cenary soldiers and of her Libyan dependencies. This war 
was marked by fearful atrocities on both sides, and after con- 
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tinuing more than three years was brought to a close by 
Hamilcar Barca, who had given proof of great genius and 
patriotism during the last six years of the war with Rome. 
Either there were ambiguities in the treaty of 241 B.C., which 
gave a show of reason to the Romans, or they took advantage 
of the embarrassment of their enemy ; at any rate, they soon 
succeeded in wresting from Carthage both Sardinia and Corsica. 

Events in Spain. 

6. Partly because of the jealous opposition of Hanno, who 
represented the peace-loving commercial and aristocratic classes, 
and partly no doubt to initiate a far-seeing plan of revenge 
against Rome, Hamilcar, in 237 B.C., crossed into southern 
Spain. Here, sometimes by force of arms and sometimes by 
diplomacy, he continued to promote the power and wealth of 
Carthage till he fell fighting in 228 B.C. His successor was his 

^son-in-law, Hasdrubal, who organized the Carthaginian empire 
which Hamilcar had established in Spain, and founded New 
Carthage as its capital. The Romans were alarmed at these 
movements and forced Hasdrubal to agree not to extend 
his conquests north of the river Ebro. On the assassina- 
tion of Hasdrubal, in 220 B.C., Hannibal, the son of Ham- 
ilcar, succeeded to the control of the interests of Carthage in 
Spain. 

The Second Punic War. 

7. Before 220 b.c, the year when Hannibal took the com- 
mand, all the accessible regions of the Spanish peninsula south 
of the river Ebro were in the hands of the Carthaginians, 
except the city of Saguntum, which had come into alliance 
with the Romans after the treaty of 241 b.c. Hannibal, who 
inherited the long-cherished determination of Hamilcar and 
Hasdrubal to retrieve the disasters of the First Punic War, 
devoted himself to preparing Spain as a base of operations, 
and in 219 b.c began hostilities by the siege and final capture 
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of Saguntum. As the Roman ambassadors, sent to demand 
satisfaction and a cessation of hostilities against their ally, met 
with a rebuff both in HannibaPs camp and at Carthage, the 
war was formally declared. Hannibal, having made his prepa- 
rations, set out in the spring of 218 b.c. from New Carthage to 
invade Italy by way of Gaul and the Alps, an undertaking of 
which the Romans evidently had not the slightest suspicion. 
It is the details of this memorable and fateful invasion that 
form the subject of the Third Decade of Livy's work. 

Defective Accounts of the Second Punic War. 

8. The events contained in this Decade ought naturally to 
be more accurately presented than those in the earlier extant 
books. Contemporary historians had recorded the events, 
and documents of all sorts must have been preserved which 
would enable a modem historian to attain a considerable 
degree of certainty in regard to, his subject. But the same 
causes which had served to confuse and obscure the earlier 
history continued, though in a less degree, to produce their 
natural effect in the later periods. The art of historical inves- 
tigation, the colorless and unbiased presentation of facts, the 
writing of history for history's sake, were, even in the time of 
the Second Punic War, new and undeveloped. The same 
family pride, the same political and patriotic bias, the same 
human tendency to exaggeration and misrepresentation, con- 
tinued to be active. At the best, even eye-witnesses of facts 
are untrustworthy, and what passes under the name of con- 
temporary history is always open to suspicion. 

LivY*s History of the War. 

9. The sources from which Livy could draw for his history 
were thus tainted from the start. They were numerous, but 
discordant, and nothing but the most exquisite historical sense 
could make «ven a consistent, much less a trustworthy, narrative 
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character, and apparently knew little of the topography of the 
region. The question can probably never be settled. We can 
only use our author for the general features of the narrative, 
not for its precise details. This edition has not, therefore, 
attempted to decide in regard to the actual facts, but only to 
make clear what Livy's own views were in reference to dis- 
puted points. The task of answering these doubtful questions 
belongs to the historian, and not to the editor. Livy's work 
must be judged by literary and not historical standards, and, 
so judged, it will always remain a noble specimen of brilliant 
and generally clear presentation, and a model of narrative style.

Remarkable Character of the 
Second Punic War. 

1, In parte: i.e. at the begin- 
ning of the Third Decade, which 
treats of the Second Punic War 
(see Intr. 7). The whole sentence 
is a good example of the force given 
in Latin by the order of words : the 
part is opposed to the whole work, 
and is the most emphatic idea of 
all; iht propriety (licet) is empha- 
sized as opposed to the impropriety 
of putting such a preface to his 
whole work, and the possible im- 
propriety of this usage in other his- 
torians; the idea of a preface (prae- 
fari) becomes emphatic as opposed 
to his treatment of the general sub- 
ject. If we had not the preceding 
still more emphatic words, Livy 
might say, * Let me say by way of 
prefacey before I begin the subject.* 

— principio: opposed to parte. 

— summae, body ; i.e. the entirety 
of the work. — totius : agreeing 
with summae. -^ professi: the 
emphasis implies that the claim was 
not always well founded ; cf. the 



emphasis on licet. — rerum : with 
or without gestarum, the regular 
word for historical material. — bel- 
lum: the emphasis is borrowed 
(quoted) from the direct discourse : 
• the subject of my book is a war, 
etc. — maxime omnium, etc. : the 
order, seemingly artificial, is deter- 
mined by the constant collocation 
of the words in a partitive construc- 
tion. — umquam : on account of 
the negative idea almost always 
present in comparative construc- 
tions ; cf. the use of ne tn clauses 
in French after comparisons. — 
quod: i.e. id (JbeUuni) quod; the 
want of an article in Latin allows 
the author to vacillate in his mind 
between *a war^^ as we should un- 
derstand the first part of the sen- 
tence, and *the war^^ the real ante- 
cedent of quod. This usage well 
illustrates the Latin want of an 
article ; not only did the Romans 
not have any, but they did not 
think any except in special cases, 
when they supplied its place by 
different devices. — Hannibale, 
etc.: the emphasis marks the sec- 
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duce Carthaginienses cum populo Romano gesspre.

duce : foreign officers are variously 
entitled by the Romans, even by 
words which have a technical mean- 
ing in Latin, as imperator^ 3. i, 
and praetor^ 3.

2. nam neque, etc. : notice how 
the artist gives four co-ordinate 
grounds for his maxime omnium, 
etc., without monotonous formal- 
ism, but yet with clearness and pre- 
cision. The first two are co-ordi- 
nated by neque . . . neque ; the 
second two are introduced by et . . . 
et. Thus the power and resources 
of the nations, the fact that they 
were each at the height of their 
powers, the fact that they were 
acquainted each with the other's 
tactics, and that the fortune of war 
was long in the balance, are all 
brought out, without monotonous 
parallelism, as reasons why the war 
was a notable one. To these main 
reasons are added two supplemen- 
tary causes vnth etiam, the general 
hatred of the two nations, and the 
particular animosity of the leader 
himself. — opibus : the first point, 
including all the resources of war, 
essentially the same as is later re- 
ferred to by virium aut roboris. — 
his ipsis, etc.: the second point, 
indicating that these nations were 
at the height of their power. — 
virium: properly, active strength, 
but here quantitative as to numbers, 
etc. — roboris : passive strength, 
vqualitative as to the stuff the soldien 



and the controlling powers were 
made of, almost moral in its allusion; 
cf. the English 'hearts of oak,' — 
ignotas, etc. : the third point ; it 
was not like one civilization meeting 
an inferior one, but the combatants 
were equally matched. They knew 
each other's tactics, and were pre- 
pared to meet them. — inter sese :

statements. Conseruerunt would 
have seemed to limit the statement 
to the beginning of the war. — 
varia . . .

this breach of the sequence of tenses 
is almost regular in consecutive 
clauses where the result is a his- 
torical fact.

Translate as they thought^ or the 
like. — imperitatum : at the close 
of the First Punic War. 

4. fama : as opposed to the cer- 
tainty of the facts before stated, 
showing that Livy does not give full 
credence to this statement. — anno-' 
rum : we should expect puerum or 
the like, but the construction begins 
to be shortened in the Augustan age 
by appending the quality immedi- 
ately to the noun or pronoun ; cf. 
qui ex turba iuvenum, XXII. 15. 5;'

— blandientem, coaxing. — duce- 
retur : in translating use the Active, 
with change of subject. The-femphatic 
position gives a force like * to take

5. hospitiis : this relation, though 
properly a personal one between cit- 
izens of different states, established 
to supply the want of consuls and 
resident agents, was, however, ex- 
tended to potentates in a semi-offi- 
cial capacity, and even to whole 



states, so that it covered all sorts of 
alliances on equal or unequal terms. 
The relation was more formal and 
less personal than that indicated by 
amicitiam principum; hence we 
have hospitiis alone, but concilian- 
dis, etc., in full. — regulorum: 
chieftains of petty tribes. — princi- 
pum : important men in tribes not 
ruled by a chief — bello aut armis : 
a double expression merely to match 
the two branches, hospitiis, etc. 

6. tutior : i,e. he did not escape 
being killed, in spite of his avoiding 
war. — barbarus : emphasized as 
continuing the same idea as the 
preceding sentence : * a native Celt, 
not a regular soldier in battle.* — 
palam : notice Livy's high coloring; 
Polybius (II. 36) says in the night. 

— interfecti: cf. amissae, I. 5 n. 

— comprensus, etc.: though two 
items are in Latin fashion crowded 
into one predication, yet by the 
order of the words the same se- 
quence of ideas is secured as in our 
own more broken style. — vultu: 
i.e. he showed no alarm when cap- 
tured. — quoque : picking out tor- 
mentis, etc., as a climax on com- 
prensus, just as eo fuit, etc., with 
ridentis et\atsvA^^^^'«ss.^'^a«w\!k»s^^ 
alio, tic.

The whole 
has to be read first straight on and 
parsed afterwards, otherwise it be- 
comes a mere jumble of words. 

7, cum hoc : resuming the story 
after the digression. — quia : intro- 
ducing the reason why the Romans 
thought it necessary to make terms, 
inasmuch (which is passed over) as 
they could not at the moment fight 
him. — fuerat : in reference to the 
time of the treaty, giving an effect 
like * they had found that he was,* 
etc. — foedus : the original treaty 
of B.C. 241 was renewed with the 
provision not in it originally, ut 
finis, etc. — renovaverat : in refer- 
ence to the time of the Second Punic 
War, which is Livy's main point. 
The treaty with Hasdrubal was in 
225 B.C. — Saguntinis: Saguntum,\l 
a very flourishing city, founded by /x 
Greeks long before the rise of the 
Roman power, lay very near the 
coast of Spain, a hundred miles or 
so southwesterly from the mouth of 
the Ebro. Its autonomy was secured 
by this treaty, although it lay in the 
territory left open to the Cartha- 
ginians, so that its neutrality was 
guaranteed as a kind of buffer be- 
tween the two great powers, as is 
often done in modern times. Its ter- 
ritory may possibly have reached to 
the Ebro. — mediis : used loosely;

3* in Hasdrubalis locum : 
again a good example of the order 
of words. We should naturally say, 
*in place of Hasdrubal (now dead 
and so making a successor neces- 
sary),* but Livy says, * in place of 
Hasdrubal (the next commander 
was Hannibal),' taking the succes- 
sion for granted and simply oppos- 
ing the new commander to the old.

Hence the word 
comes to- mean choice^ viewed as a 
precedent, as is the case here. — in 
praetorium, etc. : the custom is not 
mentioned elsewhere, but it may be 
correctly reported or may have been 
drawn by Livy from some other 
nation, or even entirely fabricated,

12. — perfi- 
dia, etc. : Punica fides was prover- 
bial among the Romans. If we had 
a Carthaginian literature, we should

II. — temere, etc.: i.e, they could 
be ridden down by a mere random 
dash of the horsemen. — commi- 
nus eminusque : i.e. the horsemen 
being free could throw their missiles 
or use their swords, while the foot 
were hampered so as to be unable 
to do either. 

16. postremi, those in the rear, 
and so not exposed to the cavalry 
attack nor to the violence of the 
stream. The word, by a common 
Latin construction, is made to be- 
long to the dependent verb, collige- 
rentur, though the sentence begins 
as if postremi were to have a predi- 
cate of its own. — varia, etc : f>.

6* Saguntinis, etc.: a good 
example of the origin and effect of 
chiasmus. As far as erat there is 
no opposition except the one already 
indicated in Saguntines, 5. 17; 
but immediately there comes belli 
causa, opposed to bellum, and so 
IJvy leads up to an opposition in 
finitimis to the first word Sagun- 



tinis. A criss-cross opposition, or 
chiasmus, is the natural result. — 
cum finitimis: i.e, between the 
Saguntines and their neighbors. — 
Turdetanis: Livy cannot mean 
the powerful people of this name 
in southwestern Spain, but some 
much nearer tribe, probably living 
on the river Turia, and possibly an 
offshoot of the other. 

2. adesset: in its technical 
sense of appearing as counsel or 
supporter. — sator : cf. serebantur 
above. — orantes: a rare form of 
purpose ; cf. cohibentem, XXII. 
2. 4. 

3. consules, etc. : the consuls 
for this year, viz. 219 B.C., were 
M. Livius Salivator and L. Aemi- 
lius Paulus, who were succeeded in 
218 B.C. by those here named. By 
blindly fpllowing different authori- 
ties, Livy falls into a chronological 
blunder, and tries to extricate him- 
self in 15. 4-6. — introductis: the 
ambassadors were introduced into 
the senate on the motion of the 
consuls, on the occasion of the dis- 
cussion in that body as to the course 
to be pursued (de re publica ret- 
tulissent).

4. quibus: i,e. qui, si eis ; cf. 
postremiy 5. 16 n. — Hannibali: 
opposed to the Carthaginian gov- 
ernment at home. — deferrent: 
this word closes the sentence with- 
out leaving any main clause for it. 
This has the appearance of careless 
writing, but it serves to give a vivid 
and rapid narrative of the facts, 
and the grammatical construction is 
completed in another form below. 

5. hac legatione decreta: in 
this expression Livy sums up the 
whole of the proceeding and so 
gains a new start, as if it were, 
* Well, after this had been voted, as 
I have said, and while it was not 
yet carried out,* etc. — spe, expec- 
tation, as often. 

6. relata : cf. rettulissent in 3. — 
de integro : the regular use of this 
phrase is to denote the introduc- 



tion of something on a new basis, 
as unafTected by any previous pro- 
ceedings. — decernentes : in its 
regular sense of giving one's indi- 
vidual opinion, though nothing but 
the sum of all the opinions given 
would properly be a decretum. — 
censebant, favored a decree ; cf. 
preceding note. — intenderant: a 
strong expression for intendetiditm 
censebant, indicating that they had 
already made up their minds. 

7. temere, hastily^ without some 
more decisive provocation. 

8. eo : i.e. because the matter 
was left undecided until the return 
of the embassy. — ad Hanniba- 
lem : i.e, as in 4. — absisteretur : 
indirect for si non absistetur {ite 
Carthaginem) ; th^ apodosis is 
merged in inde (missi) Cartha- 
ginem.

7 • parant : expressing the same 
idea as consultant, but under an- 
other phase. The preparations, as 
opposed to Hannibal's activity, con- 
sisted in the deliberations. 

2. Zac3mtho : Saguntum, the 
Roman transliteration of this word, 
well illustrates the earlier poverty of 
the L.atin alphabet. It is the mod- 
ern Murviedro {Aluriveteres). The 
island has since become 'famous as 
Zante. — ab Ardea : qualifying Ru- 
tulorum and — Ardeatium, This 
tradition is apparently mentioned to 
emphasize the connection of Rome 
with Saguntum. Ardea gave Rome 
no aid when Hannibal was pressing 
her hard (Livy XXVII. -9). 

3. ceterum : resumptive, like the 
Ciceronian j^i/, anrf introducing- an 
explanation of longe opulentis- 
sima. — disciplinae sanctitate, 
strong moral sense ; i.e. the people 
were trained vol such habits of con- 
scientious regard for obligations that 



they maintained their faith to their 
own ruin. — fidem socialem : the 
loyalty of Saguntum to Rome is 
often mentioned in the Latin writ- 
ers, e.g. St. Augustine, C. D. XXII. 
6 tnerito quaeritur utrum rede 
ft'cerint Saguntini quando univer- 
sam civitatem suam interire malu- 
ertint quam fidem fr anger e, qua 
cum ipsa Komana re publica iene- 
bantur ; ~in quo suo facto laudantur 
ab omnibus terrenae rei public ae 
civibus. It is, however, probable 
that they c^red little for the Romans 
except as. allies against Hannibal. 

4. Hannibal: returning to the 
geperal fact stated in 6. 5 from 
another point of view. 

5. circa: i.e. quae circa erant ; 
used as an adjective, as is common 
with livy and later writers ; cf. 11. 
12; 36.4. 

6. ut . . . ita, although . . . yet, 
a common use of these words, by 
which two statements which are 
adverse to each other are stated as 
if they were alike. — procul muro : 
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7 effectum operis ventum est, coeptis succedebat. Et 
turris ingens imminebat, et murus, ut in suspecto loco, 
supra ceterae modum altitudinis emunitus erat, et iuven- 
tus delecta, ubi plurimum periculi ac timoris ostende- 

8 batur, ibi vi maiore obsistebant. Ac primo missilibus 
submovere hostem nee quicquam satis tutum munienti-

see 5. 8 n. — efifectum operis : 
i.e. the actual attack at the wall 
itself. — succedebat : impersonal, 
as usual. 

7. et . . . et . . . et: introducing 
three hindrances to the success of 
the operations. — ceterae: i.e. of 
the rest of the wall, though by a 
shorthand construction agreeing 
with altitudinis. — emunitus : the 
prefix refers to height, as in ela- 
tuSf erectus^ and similar words. — 
timoris: a common Latin usage, 
whereby a word which we conceive 
of as subjective, referring to the 
persons fearing, is not so limited, 
but more loosely expresses the idea 
from the opposite point of view, 
* cause of alarm,' or ' reason for 
fear.* 

8. primo ... deinde : the two 
modes of fighting at long and at 
short range. — munientibus, the 
besiegers. The word is used of any 
strategic works, as here of the op- 
erations of Hannibal. — stationes, 
the posts, i.e. the small bodies of 
troops stationed here and there 
for actual service in the siege. — 



opera: the men and instruments 
engaged at the moment in the 
work. 

9. tumultuariis : a technical 
word for all fighting not done in 
regular lines. 

10. vero : as usual indicating the 
climax of an action or situation. — 
femur: the so-called Greek accu- 
sative, common in poetry, but this is 
the only clear case in Livy with a 
transitive verb : cf Bellum Afr. 78 
caput ictus and Suet. A. 20 genu 
ictus, — tragula: a heavy missile 
spear used by the * barbarian' na- 
tions of Eastern Europe of which 
we have no certain representation. 
— circa: i.e, on the part of the 
soldiers near Hannibal. — opera ac 
vineae : the first word would natu- 
rally include the second, but seems 
to be here used for the engines and 
operations sheltered by the vineae. 

8* obsidio: strictly only a 
blockade, though we call this a 
siege as well, but the Romans dis- 
tinguished between an active siege 
and a mere 'investment' for the 
purpose of cutting off supplies and 
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per paucos dies magis quam oppugnatio fuit, dum vul- 
nus ducis curaretur. Per quod tempus ut quies certa- 
minum erat, ita ab apparatu operum ac munitionum 
nihil cessatum. Itaque acrius de integro coortum est 2 
bellum pluribusque partibus, vix accipientibus quibus- 
dam opera locis, vineae coeptae agi admoverique aries. 
Abundabat multitudinehominum Poenus; ad centum 3 
quinquaginta milia habuisse in armis satis creditur; 
oppidani ad omnia tuenda atque obeunda multifariam 4 
distineri coepti non sufficiebant. Itaque iam ferieban- 5 
tur arietibus muri quassataeque multae partes erant;

' cured/ but attended to. The sub- 
junctive is used because of the idea 
of purpose involved. — ut . . . ita : 
see 7. 6 n. — operum ac munitio- 
rum : nearly the same idea in two 
different phases. 

2. vix accipientibus, which 
scarcely admitted^ i.e, in unfavor- 
able places for siege works. — 
aries: collective, as is shown by 
pluribus partibus. 

3. abundabat, etc. : the arrange- 
ment is chiastic with both the par- 
enthetical clause and the main 
opi>osition, oppidani, etc. It is to 
be remembered^ however, that in a 
chiastic sentence the opposition 
never appears in the first part. The 
effect here is, 'there was a great 
abundance of men on the side of 
the Carthaginians, etc., about a 
hundred and fifty thousand of them, 
it is supposed, etc., whereas the 
people of the town,* etc. On ac- 
count of the chis||mus the connec- 
tives are omitted. 



4. coepti: i.e, postquam coepti 
sunt. 

5. ferieban tur: the emphasis on 
this opposes it to the former state 
of things in 7. 8 missilibus, etc., 
which had gradually changed (iam). 
The battering-rams could now work, 
and even succeeded in making a 
breach (quassatae). — una, etc., 
one impart of the wall), by a contin- 
uous breach in it, had laid the city 
bare, — deinceps, in a row, Livy 
is quite fond of using adverbs as 
adjectives, usually putting them be- 
fore the noun and after any adjec- 
tive; see e.g. infra, 36. 6; deinceps, 
52. 5; repente, XXII. 17. 3: cf. the 
use and position of adverbs in 
Greek. — prociderunt: the point 
of view is suddenly changed to nar- 
rate graphically the sudden crash 
of the long piece of wall, and later 
as suddenly changed again, to nar- 
rate the fight which ensued. 

6. ruina, breach, — qua : refer- 
ring to ruina. — utrosque : i.e. the 
Carthaginians, as well as the towns- 
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7 texisset, ita utrimque in pugnam procursum est. Nihil 
tumultuariae pugnae simile erat, quales in oppugnatio- 
nibus urbium per occasionem partis alterius conseri 
Solent, sed iustae acies velut patenti campo inter ruinas 
muri tectaque urbis modico distantia intervallo constite- 

8 rant. Hinc spes, hinc desperatio animos inritat, Poeno 
cepisse iam se urbem, si paulum adnitatur, credente,

7. per occasionem, etc. : i.e. as 
one party or the other gets a chance 
for a sudden attack. — iustae, reg- 
ular, — constiterant, were drawn 
up. 

8. adnitatur: future condition 
with illogical conclusion; see Gr. 
307. e. — patria : a variation on ur- 
bem above, but the fate of Saguntum 
is thus emphatically connected with 
the national destiny of its people. 

9. vano, without effect. 

10. phalarica : another heavy 
javelin usually thrown from a height 
and furnished, as described here, 
with a fire apparatus. It may have 
been hurled by machinery. — ce- 
tera : very unusual adverbial accu- 



sative plural, found in prose before 
Tacitus only in Sallust, and twice 
elsewhere in Livy, viz. I. 32. 2 and 
35. 6; cf. sollicitus omnia, 34. 5. — 
tereti, round, as opposed to the 
part towards the head, which was 
square. — id: i.e. the forward end. 
— sicut in pilo: the pilum had 
usually a square shaft. 

11. posset: the subject is prop- 
erly ferrum, but as it makes no 
difference whether that or phala- 
rica is subject, Livy is careless 
about the change. — id . . . quod, 
the fact that. — haesisset : the sub- 
junctive of repeated action, which 
has by Livy's time become a famil- 
iar feature in Latin syntax. 

12. medium : where the tow was 
wound on it. 
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ipso motu multo maiorem ignem ferret, arma omitti 
cogebat nudumque militem ad insequentes ictus prae- 
bebat. Cum diu anceps fuisset certamen et Saguntinis, 9

3. interim : Livy here interrupts 
the story of the siege for the sake 
of variety. There is a break in the 
chronology. According to 6. 3 
the embassy was sent in 218 B.C., 
whereas the time here referred to 
is 218. — missi: the subject is the 



omitted antecedent of qui. — ope- 
rae esse, have time ; for the dative, 
see Roby, 1283. 

4. suorum : i.e. the Barcine fac- 
tion. 

10. ea quoque : i.e, in Car- 
thage as well as with Hannibal. 

Speech of Hanno in the Car- 
thaginian Senate. 

2. foederis : the treaty men- 
tioned in 2. 7. — magno silentio, 
etc. : i.e. they gave him respectful 
attention, but with no expression of 
assent. 

3. arbitros : i^, being called as 
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testis senatum obtestans, ne Romanum cum Saguntino 
suscitarent bellum ; monuisse, praedixisse se, ne Hamil- 
caris progeniem ad exercitum mitterent; non manes, 
non stirpem eius conquiescere viri, nee umquam, donee 
sanguinis nominisque Barcini quisquam supersit, quie- 

4 tura Romana foedera. * luvenem flagrantem cupidine 
regni viamque unam ad id cernentem, si ex bellis bella 
serendo succinctus armis legionibusque vivat, velut ma- 
teriam igni praebentes ad exercitus misistis.

— manes: a bold figure combin- 
ing in one idea both the ancient idea 
of actual ghosts, and the modified 
modern notion of the continuance of 
a person's spirit in his descendants. 
The idea of ghosts continuing to 
walk till vengeance has been accom- 
plished, is an old and persistent one. 

4. si . . . vivat : the apodosis is 
absorbed in cernentem, etc. The 
whole is a confusion of two ideas, 
* that the only way, etc., was to,* etc., 
and * he could attain, etc., only if.* 

— ex bellis, etc.: cf. II. 18. 10, 
bella ex bellis sererent. 

5. vestri: i.e. of the Barcine 
faction who had been in the ma- 



jority; so vos and vester below. — 
ulti: agreeing in gender with J^a- 
mani implied in Romanae le- 
giones. 

6. utrum, etc. : the question as- 
sumes that the war is folly, and 
asks the causes of the folly, after 
which Hanno proceeds to show 
why the Carthaginians cannot ex- 
pect to conquer. — ab sociis : the 
Romans were at peace with the 
Carthaginians, not at war, which 
makes the repulse more flagrant. — 
pro sociis : i.e. the Saguntines, who 
were in the same relation. — ius, 
etc. : we should say, * violated the 
law of nations'; the Latin more 
concretely says, * taken away the 
right (secured by that law).* — ta- 
men : i.e. notwithstanding the vio- 
lation of the law of nations. — 
unde : referring to inde implied 
with pulsi {i.e. from the camp of 
Hannibal). — hostium : opposed to

the general term for demanding 
satisfaction. — ex foedere : because 
that was broken by Hannibal's 
attack on the Saguntines whose 
autonomy was preserved in it. — 
publica: on the part of the state 
as opposed to the private action of 
Hannibal. — auctorem, etc.: the 
usual proceeding in such cases if 
the state disavowed the act com- 
plained of. 

7. Aegatis: the victory of C. 
Lutatius Catulus off these islands 
in B.C. 241 closed the First Punic 
War. — Erycem : here Hamilcar 
gallantly braved the Romans in the 
last years of the first war. — quae : 
interrogative. 

S. sed : the opposition is, * with a 
leader such as Hamilcar, we might 
have expected victory, but we had 
broken a treaty then as we have 
now, and naturally the right pre- 
vailed.* — Tarento : apparently a 
treaty excluded the Carthaginians 
from Italy, whereas in 272 B.C. they 



had sailed into Tarentum. — ex 
foedere : a natural shorthand ex- 
pression, almost modern in its ab- 
ruptness. 

9. vicerunt: the emphasis here 
represents that which would have 
been on vtc^i sumus, which Livy is 
prevented from saying by the turn 
which he wishes to give to the fol- 
lowing. The emphasis is not on dii, 
as indeed according to the position 
of the words it cannot be, but on 
the result as above set forth. The 
change of the point of view which 
allows the active instead of the 
passive is not unnatural in impas- 
sioned oratory. — homines : prop- 
erly only the Romans, but used 
loosely to express the effect of a 
breach of treaty, — the enmity of 
heaven and all nations. — verbis : 
opposed to eventus belli. — unde 
= a qua ; cf. a parte, a dextro cornu, 
and the like. — ei . . . dedit: this 
form of expression takes the place 
of diiudicavit which would have 
governed id; it also adds the man- 
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vineas turresque admovet, Carthaginis moenia quatit 
ariete : Sagunti ruinae — f alsus utinam vates sim — 
nostris capitibus incident, susceptumque cum Saguntinis 

11 bellum habendum cum Romanis est. Dedemus ergo 
Hannibalem.? dicet aliquis. Scio meam levem esse in 
eo auctoritatem propter paternas inimicitias; sed et

10. Carthagini . . . habendum ; 
notice how the main emphasis 
changes, first on Carthagini as op- 
posed to the« general idea of the 
war in Spain (hinted at in Han- 
nibal, etc.), then on Sagunti as 
opposed to nostris, then on sus- 
ceptum as opposed to habendum, 
while the other opposition, Sagun- 
tinis . . . Romanis, is left in the 
second place. Only the most care- 
ful reading can show the marvelous 
power of the Latin order in this 
respect. 

11. in eo, in res^ard to him 
(Hannibal). — paternas: i.e. with 
Hamilcar. — sed : i.e. * I know my 
words will not have much weight, 
but still I will say, that as I rejoiced 
in Hamilcar's death from patriotic 



reasons, so I hate this youth from 
the same motives. ' — iam : i.e, he 
would have carried out his designs 
against Rome before now. — furiam 
facemque : the figure is drawn 
from the pursuit of criminals by the 
Furies armed with torches, as rep- 
resented on the stage and in works 
of art. — huius: opposed to the 
one Hamilcar had in mind. 

12. dedendum: connected by 
nee with tamquam furiam, etc., 
and thus dependent on detestor. — 
deposceret : deposcit^ the reading 
of the best MSS., seems impossible, 
as the demand is represented as 
already made (6). But in the en- 
thusiasm of his rhetoric Livy may 
have forgotten what preceded. — 
accidere : an improvement on aC' 
cedere of the MSS., first suggested 
by Gronov.

11. adeo, in fact^ for : a new 
use of this word, frequent in Livy 
and later writers, to add a strong 
explanation or reason for a preced- 
ing assertion. Strictly the word in- 
troduces the antecedent to a result 
clause, but here the order is re- 
versed, and the two clauses are 
made co-ordinate. 

Continuation of the Siege of 
Saguntum. 

3. legationibus : rhetorical plu- 
ral, as the personnel was the same 
on the two missions; cf. 6. 8 and 
10. I n. — Hannibal, etc. : the 
story goes back to 9. 2. The ac- 



tivity of Hannibal, which is the real 
antithesis to terunt, is omitted and 
only implied in the whole narrative. 
— habebat: the use of this word 
emphasizes the statement by dwell- 
ing on it, as it were, which miles 
erat would not do. — paucorum: 
with its usual negative meaning, 
only a few, which agrees with the 
whole tone of the story. — stimu- 
lando: explanatory of ira, in a 
manner matching praemiorum. 

4. vero: cf. 7. 10 n. — pro con- 
tione, in an address; a technical 
expression. — datum esset, etc. : 
the direct would be si . , , datum 
erit nulla vi . . , potest. 

5. ut . . . ita : see 7. 6 n. — ut . . • 
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6 minis erat, reficerenL Inde oppugnatio eos aliquanto 
atrocior quam ante adoita est, nee qua primum aut 
potissimum parte ferrent opem, cum omnia \'ariis clamo-

8. tabulata: the stories of the 
to^^er. — caementa: loose stones 
or rubble. — calce : i.e. mortar. 



9. caederetur: iterative subjunc- 
tive. — patentia minis, the breach* 
This use of the neuter plural of par- 
ticiples, etc., as nouns, is rare in 
earlier times, but becomes more 
and more common in imperial 
Latin. 

10. locum quoque, etc. : i.e, 
not only do the forces march into 
the city as bands of soldiers, but 
they establish themselves in a per- 
manent position as a fortress. — 
arcem : most cities were built with 
a small stronghold on a height, and 
the rest of the city round about, at 
a lower level; cf. the situation of

repentina profectio Hannibalis in Oretanos Carpeta- 
nosque, qui duo populi dilectus acerbitate consternati 
retentis conquisitoriBus metum defectionis cum prae- 
buissent, oppressi celeritate Hannibalis omiserunt mota 
arma.

12* nee : in opposition to what 
one might expect from Hannibal's 
absence. — cives: i.e. his own citi- 
zens, the army. — sentirent : in 
contradiction to 11. 13, but of 
coarse it is only a rhetorical ex- 
aggeration.

3. temptata, etc. : in the favor- 
ite Latin way of trying to say two 
things at once, namely, that the 
hope was a very slight one and 
that it was tried. 

4. moturum : sc. se ; Livy very 
freely omits the subject of an infini- 
tive, especially with the future; cf. 
moriturum, below; 13. 8; 18. 14; 
XXII. 51.2. — movebant : the pe- 
culiar use of the imperfect where 
we should say * could ' or the like ; 
hence the tense is allowed with 
postquam. — moriturum, M^i/ il 
would be sure death to any one.

gulis, etc. : i.e. with only the cloth- 
ing they had on. 

6. animos, spirit^ pride^ which 
would prevent them from accepting 
the proposed terms. — alia : i.e. 
their means of resistance. — inter- 
pretem, messenger^ agent (acting 
unofficially) ; originally a broker be- 
tween merchants in foreign trade, 
hence its later meaning. — pollice- 
tur : used of voluntary offers. — 
tum : in opposition to his condi- 
tion in time of peace. — publice : 
i.e. recognized by the state. This 
relation of hospitium, leading on to 
mutual services and protection, ex- 
isted either between individuals or 
stzX.%%, and was a substitute for con- 



sular relations and the like in com- 
mercial intercourse. Alorcus had 
probably engaged in trade with the 
city. It was in this way that such 
relations arose. — amicus, personal 
friend, as opposed to the other 
relation. 

7. praetorem : used in the Ital- 
ian sense of chief magistrate. — et 
ipse, etc. : as opposed to his being 
arrested and taken to headquarters 
as a spy, or the like. 

8. quo: i.e. to headquarters. — 
submota: the technical term for 
excluding witnesses; cf. XXII. 56. 
I. — senatus: the praetor seems 
to have convened the Senate at 
once. — datus est: the technical 
term for giving an audience of the 
Senate. 

13. civis: the emphasis op- 
poses Alco to the speaker, a for- 
eigner. — venit, went; cf. 19. 7. — 
quo, on which (sc. itinere), — ora- 
tor: cf. interpreSf 12. 6 n. In the 
case supposed he would have been 
an official legate. — transfuga : the 
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supervacaneum hoc mihi fuisset iter, quo nee orator 
Hannibalis nee transfuga ad vos venissem : eum ille aut 2 
vestra aut sua eulpa manserit apud hostem — sua, si 
metum simulavit, vestra, si periculum est apud vos 
vera ref erentibus, — ego, ne ignoraretis esse aliquas et 
salutis et paeis vobis eondieiones, pro vetusto hospitio, 
quod mihi vobiseum est, ad vos veni.

there was a possibility,^ etc. — pro, 
in view cf; properly, *on behalf 
of,* a very common use of the 
preposition. 

3. ea : referring to quod, etc., but 
attracted as usual into agreement 
with the predicate noun. — fides, 
pledge and so proof. — restitistis : 
the perfect with dum contrasts the 
time with some other, here indicat- 
ing that the time is no more. — 
paeis: the emphasis implies that 
though Alorcus fought in the war 



against the Saguntines, wherein it 
would have been desirable to bring 
them to terms, yet he had said 
nothing about such terms. 

4. postquam, now that, a very 
common meaning in colloquial lan- 
guage, but rare in classic prose. — 
ad vos : notice the emphasis on 
the pronouns throughout. 

5. ita ... si, only on condition 
that. The pronouns and pronomi- 
nal adverbs, being indefinite, may 
be taken either way, as expressing 
a high degree, or a limitation, as 
here. — eam . . . victor: i.e. the 
hard terms which his position justi- 
fies him in offering. — victi : i.e, 
you also should have the state of 
mind corresponding to your posi- 
tion, as his terms correspond with 
his position. 

6. urbem, etc. : in this sentence, 
without opposing particles, a disad- 
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magna parte dirutam, captam fere totam habet, adimit, 
agros relinquit, locum adsignaturus, in quo novum oppi- 
dum aedificetis. Aurum et argentum omne publicum

But as this is 
all written in the spirit of ancient 
historians as a rhetorical exercise, 
Livy may have put it wrong him- 
self. — ab : the preposition is often 
thus used by Livy, though contrary 
to the regular usage. 

8. haec, this is what. — victor: 
cf. victor in 5, above. — quam- 
^quam sunt, though they are. — 

luidem: concessive, referring to 



sed in 9. — hand despero, / am 
not without hope, — cum: tempo- 
ral. 

9. tnicidati, etc.: which would 
be the result of continued resist- 
ance. — rapi, etc. : 2.^. dragged 
away as slaves, with a suggestion 
of violence in the process.

14* circumfusa: as if the crowd 
had forced itself in again, though 
excluded before. — concilium : the 
word hints at the people taking 
part, or likely to do so, in the de- 
liberations, as if in their own assem- 
bly. It is to prevent such action 
that the leaders resort to heroic 
remedies.* — secessione: i,e, they 
hastily withdrew from the meeting. 
— publico, etc. : properly of place.

It 
cannot be too often repeated, that 
ancient literature is addressed to 
the ear, and proceeds like conver- 
satioA, with changes of the point of 
view and corrections as the thought 
proceeds. It is not necessary in 
such cases to reconstruct sentences 
in English in order to say, really, 
something different from what the 
author has said. We must proceed 
as in conversation, and make the 
corrections as we go on. Here,

of them ^ into,' etc. 

2. nudatam, etc. : the informa- 
tion given by the storming party. 
The disturbance in the city had 
called off the soldiers, or demoral- 
ized them. 



3. momento : earlier writers add 
temporis or horae ; cf. 33. 10. — ut 
omnes, etc. : the regular usage of 
war when a city was taken by storm. 
— crudele, etc.: again a violation 
of strict grammar (cf. note on ple- 
rique^ above) . — We must supply 
here the fuit that Livy doubtless 
meant to put in. — cognitum, 
shown. 

4. cui enim etc. : i.e. their des- 
perate character was shown by 
this behavior. — ante: taken with 
quam, from which it is often sepa- 
rated. 

15. captum, etc.: almost like 
* the capture of the town yielded a 
great deal of booty.* — ingenti : 
this shows that the preceding ac- 
count is exaggerated, and Livy 
accordingly apologizes in the fol- 
lowing. — captivi, etc. : i.e. and so 
were not made public property. 

2. fuerant: in reference to the 
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ex pretio rerum venditarum aliquantum pecuniae redac- 
tum esse constat et multam pretiosam supellectilem 
vestemque missam Carthaginem.

6. excessisse in, have fallen as 
late as ; but the idea in I^atin is of 
the progress of events and of time.

3. nam: connecting an imagi- 
nary verb of thinking, which, in 
such cases, constantly remains un- 
expressed. — rem Romanam : Livy 
is fond of using res for the State; 
cf. rem Carthaginiensem^ 2. 5; res 
Latina, I. 3. i. This phrase is in 
Ennius {moribus antiquis res stat 
Romana virisque) and later poetry. 

4. Sardos, etc. : the wars are 
enumerated to show that the Ro- 
mans had had no practice in arms, 
to speak of, since the First Punic 
War. The statements are some- 
what in contradiction to those in 
1.2. — tumultuatum : any sudden 
and unorganized military action was 
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acerrimo adsuetum, recentem ab excidio opulentissimae

The force to be set on foot 
was decided by the Senate. — le- 
giones: composed of Roman citi- 
zens only. — socium: of these, as 
dependents, there was no limit fixed.

Except in 
Livy, celox is feminine. — deducti, 
launched^ and so put in commission. 
4. latum, etc.: i.e, the formal 
declaration of war proceeds from 
the vote of the whole people, while 
the action of the Senate was only 
administrative. — vellent, etc.: for 
the direct velitis iubeatisne^ Qui- 
riteSi in the vote as put; cf. XXII. 
10. 2. The asyndeton is regular in 
archaic formulas. — supplicatio : 
this was a season of prayer observed 
by all the people individually, in 
such of the designated temples as 
each one chose. The worshiper 
prostrated himself before the god, 
kissed his hands and feet, and 
touched with his forehead the 
threshold of the temple. This ser- 
vice was not originally Roman, but 
of Greek origin. Most of the State

iussisset.

among the Romans, as is shown 
by the military character of the 
comitia, but long since abandoned 
in the advance of civilization. 
Tacitus, G, II, describes the char- 
acter and customs of similar assem- 
blies among the Germans.

implies that some colonists were al- 
ready on their land, while the offi- 
cers were still engaged in finishing 
their work. — triumviri : a Roman 
colony was an armed settlement of 
Roman citizens, in or near hostile 
territory, made to defend the bor- 
ders from hostile incursions. Each 
colonist had land assigned- him, laid 
out according to prescribed rules, 
and a board of commissioners ' led 
out' the colony and assigned the 
lands. The colonies in New Eng- 
land and elsewhere were very much 
like them. Of this similarity we 
have a reminder in the American 
word lot (of land), * house and loL^ 
The local plot for the same thing has 
a like origin. — diffisi . . . moeni- 
bus : the colony could hardly have 
been abandoned, as it was soon 
after a strong post. Probably the 
officials, being important person- 
ages, and some of the settlers fled 
to the stronger position of Modena. 
4. haud dubium : i.e, all agree 
in giving his name, while in case of 



the others there is a discrepancy. 
Livy's anxiety to be exact in such 
matters, compared with his free use 
of his imagination for the sake of 
graphic liveliness, is almost amus- 
ing. -— amiales : the early history 
was little mof^ than a dry presenta- 
tion of names and events in chron- 
ological order. 

6. Mutinae: taking the place 
of an emphatic here^ which is pre- 
vented by the long digression £ 4 
and 5. — ad . . . artes nidis, unac" 
quainted with the science. This 
chapter well illustrates the plastic 
quality of ad, — coeptum: sc, est. 
The ellipsis of est and sunt in the 
perfect of passive and deponent 
verbs is unusually frequent in Livy; 
in this chapter see praecipitatus (9), 
coeptum (11), intratae (12). 

7. contra ius: ambassadors were 
considered sacred in any case. — 
fide: and in this case a special 
pledge had been given, which of 
course would make the treachery 
more culpable.

we should say, but dubious; the 
Latin contents itself with putting 
the two together, and leaving the 
reader to set the ideas in opposi- 
tion, as in m/ . . . ita^ above.

The main idea is merely 
presented in two aspects, the latter 
being here further accented by the 
phrase rem, etc. — utique, at any 
rmUt with inexpertis.

change of order marks an obvious 
change of emphasis. — pergere . . .

versat, the next action of the same 
subject. — varie: i.e, by reproof 
and encouragement. 

2. mirari: the order represent- 
ing a beginning, miror, etc., gives 
a force like, ' I can't help wonder- 
ingy or * I should like to know,* etc. 
This emphasis is still further marked 
by -nam in quinam. — pectora: 
with a force like, *what is the 
matter with your courage, that has 
always been so undaunted?' — eos: 
representing vos^ which would, how- 
ever, be omitted in the direct. — 
facere: the present as with iam- 
dudum and the like. — duo, etc.: 
i.e. the Atlantic and the Mediter- 
ranean. — Carthaginiensium es- 
sent : this is very different from the 
tone of the address to the Span- 
iards in 21.

7. fingerent : representing an 
imperative, or a subjunctive of con- 
cession. — nullas, etc. : the rhetori- 
cal tone allows the omission of the 



adversative which we should natur- 
ally supply. — nee : a following nee 
does not contradict a preceding neg- 
ative. — Alpis: i.e, *no mountains 
were so high as that, and as for 
these particular ones, the Alps, they 
were quite accessible.' — pervias : 
the preceding refers to permanent 
inhabitants, these words refer to 
passing troops. — faucis : instead 
of the Mss. paucis. 

8. non pinnis, etc.: i,e. 'they 
must have come on foot, and where 
they had come other individuals at 
least could go, and not only that, 
but whole peoples, for,* etc. — ne 
. . . quidem, not , . . either, empha- 
sizing these as great bodies of men 
opposed to legatos. — eorum: i.e. 
the Gauls whose ambassadors had 
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agminibus cum liberis ac coniugibus migrantium modo 
tuto transmisisse. Militi quidem armato nihil secum 9 
praeter instrumenta belli portanti quid invium aut inex- 
superabile esse ? Saguntum ut caperetur, quid per octo 
menses periculi, quid laboris exhaustum esse !

11. cepisse, etc. : with a tone of 
sarcasm, which may be represented 
by forsooth in English. This sar- 
castic turn prepares the way for 
proinde, the regular illative con- 
junction preceding an exhortation 
(as in cederent). — aut . . . aut: 
exclusive, ue. these are the alterna- 
tives, * they must do one unless they 
wished to do the other.' The form 



is a common one in all languages. — 
cederent, sperent : the change of 
tense is abrupt, but such changes are 
characteristic of Livy, and through- 
out this speech they are more natu- 
ral because the whole depends on 
versat (i), a historical present; 
see Gr. 287. e. — per eos dies, 
lately. ' 

This speech, like most of the 
speeches in Livy, admirably illus- 
trates his consummate skill as a 
rhetorician, and deserves careful 
study.

6. pellebatur: the contest was 
still going on. 

7. ea: i.e, that the power be- 



longed of right to the elder. It 
agrees with sententia according to 
the regular Latin idiom. 

9. recta, etc. : the straight line 
towards the mountains. — ad lae- 
vam : though Hannibal's exact 
route has never been determined, 
yet it seems certain that he fol- 
lowed up the Isere, a course which 
would be ad laevam as opposed to 
the direct route from where he was 
(about Valence) to the Alps. — Tri- 
castinos : the locality of this tribe is 
indicated by Aoust {Augusta TricaS' 
tinarum). — extremam : i.e, north- 
em. — Vocontiorum: the territory 
of this powerful people reached from 
the Drac to the Durance, one of 
their chief settlements being at Die 
{Dea Voconiioruni) . — Tricorios : 
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corios, haud usquam hnpedita via priusquam ad Dm- 
entiam flumen pervenit. Is et ipse Alpinus amnis 10 
lohge omnium Galliae fluminum difficillimus transitu 
est.

1 1. gurgites, the pools, such as are 
always made by mountain torrents, 
alternating with shoals (vada), as 
every trout or salmon fisherman 
knows; by a kind of zeugma the 
accusatives depend upon volvens; 
cf. Amm. Marc. XV. 10. 11 Dru- 
entia flumen gurgitibus vagis intu- 
turn. — glareosa: i.e, the bottom 
is of loose rolling stones, instead of 
sand or pebbles, which would pack 
to as to make a firm footing. 

12. et turn: ue, besides the or- 



dinary difficulties, it had the tem- 
porary disadvantage of a freshet, 
which, adding to the embarrass- 
ment, caused a kind of panic, re- 
flected in incertis clamoribus. — 
incertis: t.e. the sudden outcries 
of those in the front or in the rear 
at some unexpected accident, the 
cause of which could not be at 
once determined, increased the dis- 
order.

6. campestri, etc. : as there ap- 
pears to be no region on the upper 
Durance corresponding to this de- 
scription, it is likely that Livy has 
no clear idea of the route or of the 
nature of the country. He may, 



however, have had in his mind the 
broad valley near Gap. There seems 
no reason why Hannibal should have 
gone beyond the Durance. 

7. fama, etc. : cf. 29. 7. — in 
maius : Livy and the later writers 
often use in with the accusative to 
express result or purpose; cf. 12, 
in speciem. — vero: ablative after 
maius. — ex propinquo visa, etc., 
a near view of the mountain heights; 
cf. I. 5 n. and 30. 6 n. Without 
thinking of any particular place for 
this first view, we may attribute the 
description to Livy's imagination of 
the general terrors of the Alps.

8. praegressus, etc. : this story, 
but with less detail, is also told by 
Polybius (III. 54). It is agreed, 
however, that no such point of view 
can be found on any of the passes 
over which Hannibal is likely to 
have gone. He may have been 
able to show his soldiers enough for 
his purpose without having so clear 
a view as Livy represents. — longe 
ac late : an alliteration found in 
many writers, usually written /on^e 
lateque. — Italiam . . . moeniaque, 
etc. : cf. 32. 2 for a similar combi- 
nation of constructions.

86* rupem : the whole as a 
mass ; saxis : the parts as they 
were clambered over by the sol- 
diers.

Polybius is silent on the subject, and 
complains (III. 47, 48) that many 



falsehoods were current in regard 
to the passage; Silius Italicus (III. 
642) merely says excoquitur flam- 
mis scopulus; where did Hannibal 
get the vinegar, and could any quan- 
tity have produced the effects here 
stated ? But the ancie'nts {e.g, Pliny, 
N, H, XXXIII. 71 silices igne et 
aceto rumpunt) speak of the explo- 
sive power of vinegar upon heated 
rock, and as vinegar-water {posca) 
seems to have been a common drink 
for soldiers (Spartianus, Hadr, 10), 
it may have been in Hannibal's 
commissariat. Ammianus Marcel- 
linus (XV. 10. 11) agrees with Livy, 
but locates the scene at the begin- 
ning of the ascent.

15. an me, etc.: the words ig- 
noto duci suggest vaguely that the 
leaders are not to be compared any 
more than the armies, especially in 
respect to the mutual confidence 
between soldiers and leader, which 
is here the main point, the other 
qualities of the leaders being only 
incidentally touched upon ; hence 
the form of question ('isn't this 
true,) or* etc. — eductum: cf. i. 4 
and 3. 2. — desertore : see 32. 2.

only have the greater spirit for the 
attack, bnt there are also special

frenatos: heavy Spanish cavalry. 
— Numidis : these were infrenati 
and lighter; cf. 44. i n. 

6. vixdum: with sublato. — 
inter subsidia : i.e. into the spaces 
left between the squadrons of the 
heavy cavalry in the rear, of which 



they now became a part (ad secun- 
dam aciem) . — quia turbabant, 
etc. : this explains only labentibus ; 
the main clause, iam . . '. venerat, 
is explained by the two present par- 
ticiples; some were thrown by their 
frightened horses, others dismounted 
to aid their comrades. 

.7. donee: referring to the idea, 
* and thus continued,' implied in 
the preceding. — paulum : with ab 
tergo. — is pavor : like quo metu 
and similar expressions which are 
regular in Latin ; fear of the im- 
pending cavalry attack demoralized 
the Romans. — auxit : * this effect 
was increased by the wounding of 
the consul and his consequent peril.* 
— intercursu, etc. : an antithetical 
idea, added in Latin fashion in the 
form of a mere attribute.

— quos primos : since they had 
fled to the rear, and the cavalry had 
pressed forward in the fight. — 
alius: opposed to the portion of 
the cavalry apparently implied in 
maxime ; cf. Polybius, III. 65. 
Another view makes alius equiva- 
lent to reliqui, including the entire 



cavalry in equitatus. — confertus : 
<oppQsed to fuga efifusa. — nus- 
quam, etc. : i.e. they retired in good 
order, with no confusion or rout. 

10. servati: cf. perfecti^ 8 n. — 
Coelius : see Intr. 10. — maUm 
equidem, / should prefer however 
to believe. — plures : e.g, Polybius 
(X. 3), on the authority of the 
younger Laelius. — ^ obtinuit : in- 
transitive, as if it were {id') verum 
esse, for which quod loosely stands. 

Results of the Engagement. 

47* 2. vasa . . . coUigere: the 
technical expression for breaking 
camp, probably slang in origin, like 
* pick up one's traps,* or * boots and 
saddles.' — ab Ticino : as Scipio*s 
base of operations, although he had 
advanced beyond it (45. 3). — iunx- 
erat : the subject (Seipio) is looselv 
iftiplied in the preceding. The veto 
is emphatically opposed (by antici-

adrift; but apparently they were too 
late, and the bridge was cut on the 
southern bank by the others, who 
had crossed. 

4. auctor est, records. — Mago- 
nem : Hannibal's brother ; see 54. 
I. — in ordinem, so as to form a 
line across the river; see 32. 7 n. 

5. ea, this story. — fidem fece- 



rint, can gain belief properly * cre- 
ate belief.' The perfect is practi- 
cally equivalent to the present, from 
a fondness in Latin for marking the 
completion rather than the progress 
of an action ; cf. XXII. 59. 10. — 
neque . . . et : correlatives. — ut 
iam : i.e. even if we go so far as to 
admit, etc., yet, with that already 
allowed, the rest would be impos- 
sible. — utres : cf. 27.

9. Clastidium : a small place a 
little south of the- Po and some dis- 
tance west of the Trebia, now Casteg- 



gio. — vicum : probably fortified as 
a depot, though not properly an oppi- 
dum. — quo : notice the difference 
of idiom in English; we say, * where 
they had gathered * ; the Latins, 
'whither they had brought together.* 
— nee sane, and for rather a small 
price too; cf. 32. 10 n. — nummis 
aureis : these had not been coined 
in Hannibal's time, but probably the 
amount is reckoned according to 
their value a little later, about ^5.00.

8. pondo: this ablative {in 
weight) has come, by the omission 
of a case of libra ^ to be indeclina- 
ble, and itself to mean pounds, — 
Lanuvium lunoni : see Gr. 225. ^, 
and cf. 259. h, — matronae : nomi- 
native plural; cf. XXII. i. 18. — 
in Aventino : evidently this cult was 
connected with that of Lanuvium. — 
Fortunae: probably on general 
principles, as nothing is mentioned 
concerning her before. This is also 
the case with Juventas and Hercules. 

— Algido : a mountain ridge in Lati- 
imi, where was an old cult of Diana. 
Perhaps the rites to Fortune were 
connected with hers, as the most 
famous temple of Fortune was at 
Praeneste, not far distant.

at the same temples, but at what- 
ever shrine they pleased. Here, 
however, the express mention of 
these two divinities would make it 
obligatory to worship them espe- 
cially, while general supplicatio 
could be performed at will. — 
Genio: the protecting divinity of 
the Roman people, here first men- 
tioned. 

10. praetor : because the consuls 
were in the field. Atilius appears 
to have returned to Rome after giv- 
ing his troops to Scipio (39. 3). — 
vota : what the vow was does not 
appear. — in decern annos, for 
the next ten yearSy as a period to 
look forward to; cf. ad quinquen- 
nium proximuniy XXII. 10. 2. — 
stetisset: in the vow steterit ; cf. 
21. 9. 

11. vota: this word had become 
practically a noun, but here it is 
joined with haec in the same con- 
struction as procurata; see i. 5 n. 



— ex (libris), in accordance with, 
as often. Here the development 
of that meaning is plainly seen. — 
levaverant : taking a new point of 
view, as, for instance, the time of 
the comitia, which is passed over 
without mention. — religione, re- 
ligious fear, i.e. the demoralization 
connected with the unfavorable 
omens above mentioned. 

C. Flaminius, Consul Elect. 

08* alter: his colleague (for 
the consular year from March 15, 
217 B.C.) was Cn. Servilius, the can- 
didate of the aristocracy. — edic- 
tum, etc. : it would appear that the 
consuls elect had certain powers in 
regard to preparing for their func- 
tions, yet it is not safe to take such 
a time as this as a criterion for the 
ordinary usage. — ad consulem : 
apparently Sempronius (15), as 
Scipio is not mentioned. Nothing, 
moreover, is said about Sempronius's 
army being at Lucca (59. 10 n.) . 

2. hie in provincia, etc. : usually 
the entrance upon office was made 
at Rome with special religious cere- 
monies; cf. 8, below. — memori, 
etc. : he was afraid of being called 
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certaminum cum patribus, quae tribunus plebis et quae 
postea consul prius de consulatu, qui abrogabatur, dein 
de triumpho habuerat, invisus etiam patribus ob novam 3 
legem quam Q. Claudius tribunus plebis adversus sena- 
tum atque uno patrum adiuvante C. Flaminio tulerat, 
ne quis senator cuive senator pater fuisset maritimam 
navem, quae plus quam trecentarum amphorarum esset, 
haberet.

ate. — tribunus : he had proposed 
(B.C. 232) an agrarian law for colo- 
nizing Picenum; cf. Cic. Sen, 4. 11. 
In pursuance of this plan, he later 
built the great North Road {via 
Flaminio) to Ariminum. — abro- 
gabatur, it was attempted to annul 
(B.C. 223), as irregular in respect to 
religious observances. — triumpho : 
the Senate tried to prevent his tri- 
umph after his campaign against the 
Insubres (b.c. 223). 

3. invisus : carelessly joined with 
the subject of habuerat instead of 
agreeing, like memori, with Fla- 
minio implied in consilium erat. 
— novam, revolutionary ; cf. novae 
res. — legem : probably in 220 B.C., 
when Flaminius was censor; it was 
directed against the greed of the 
aristocracy, and all commerce on 
their part. — uno patrum : the 
ablative with de or ex is much 
more frequent with unus. — cuive : 
i.e, a son of a sei\ator, who, after 
his father's death, had not yet 
become a senator. The form of 
expression is caused by the fact that 



a son during his father's life could 
not strictly hold property; hence 
filius senatoris would not be exact 
enough for the law. — maritimam, 
sea-going; i.e. it was only directed 
against foreign commerce. — am- 
phorarum : the tonnage of vessels 
was thus measured, an amphora 
containing a cubic foot of wine, 
or about seven gallons. Three hun- 
dred amphorae would be about seven 
and one-half tons. These statements 
ignore the difference between the 
Roman and English foot. 

4. patribus: to be joined with 
indecorus. 

5. auspiciis ementiendis, by 
falsely pronouncing the omens un- 
favorable ; since nothing could be 
done without consultation of the 
auspices, these became a potent 
instrument of fraud in the hands 
of the nobility. — Latinarum feri- 
arum: the first act of the consul 
was regularly the ordering of the 
sacrifice to Jupiter Latiaris on Mons 
Albanus, a delay which Flaminius 
wished to avoid. — consularibus : 
i.e. used against consuls. The Ro-

num) : ' opposed to revocantibus.

— Latinas : sc. ferias, — monte : 
sc. Albano. 

9. paludatus : with the paluda- 
mentum or scarlet cloak of the gen- 
eral. — lixac^ a mere camp fol- 
lower or sutler. — solum vertisset : 
a technical tenn for going into 
banishment.

The whole dif- 
fers from Polybius* account, and is 
extremely confused in itself. — ex- 
ercitus, etc.: as Flaminius, and 
not the array, is the proper subject 
of acceptis, we should expect ex- 
ercitum ducere coepit. The book 
ends with a confusion of grammar 
as well as of history.

2. Galli, etc. : explaining the 
preceding statement. — pro eo ut, 
instead of; the expression occurs 
only here. — viderent : the sub- 
junctive with postquam, after the 
analogy of cum, is so extremely rare 
that most editors read videre; but 
see Gr. 324 b\ Kuhner, Lat, Gr. 
208; Hale, Cum-constructionSf p. 
246. 

3. petitus: sc, Hannibal. Livy 
is less careful than earlier writers 
about changing the subject suddenly. 
— servatus erat : the pluperfect in 
reference to the point of time as- 
sumed above, the moment of de- 
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vatus erat, et mutando nunc vestem nunc tegumenta 
capitis errore etiam sese ab insidiis munierat. Ceterum 4 
hie quoque ei timor causa f uit maturius movendi ex hi- 
bernis.

— idibus Martibus: at this time 
the beginning of the political year, 
though by the confusion in the cal- 
endar it came about two months too 
early. 

5. ibi cum, etc.: at the first 
meeting of the senate according to 
the regular order of business; cf. 
9. 7, where, however, the first rela- 
Ho, namely de religione, is men- 
tioned. Ftobably here both ques- 
tions were so closely bound together 
that it made no difference which 
came first. — iustum, regular : in 
that he had withdrawn without the 
due formalities, the Ux curiata de 
imperio and the others mentioned 
in the following. — redintegrata. 



etc. : see XXI. 63. 6. — auspicium : 
the immediate communication with 
the gods expressed in the auspices, 
which passed from one representa- 
tive of the populus Romanus to 
another, but only, as in all Roman 
affairs, through the regular cere- 
monies therefor provided. — esse : 
the usual infinitive in rhetorical 
questions, depending, like the other 
infinitives, on the idea of saying or 
thinking implied in invidia. 

6. magistratus : i.e, only magis- 
trates duly inducted. — id : sc, aus' 
picium; the main thing without 
which there could be no iustum 
imperium, in the religious sense. — 
a domo : inasmuch as all the pro- 
ceedings mentioned must be per- 
formed at Rome, and could not be 
done abroad, and at the same time 
were necessary conditions to the 
possession of the auspices. — publi- 
cis: just as each house had its 
household gods, so the great house- 
hold, the state, had divinities of the 
same sort. — privatis : certain cere- 
monies were performed by the con- 
sul in his own house before proceed- 
ing in his robes of state to enter upon 
his office. — Latinis feriis : see 
XXI. 63. 5 n. — votis : the first rite 
of the consul was to proceed from his

8. augebant, etc. : here Livy, as 
often, makes the connection with 
what is implied rather than with 
what is said. The religious alarm is 
implied in the hostile speeches made 
in the senate, though only the invi" 
dia is expressly mentioned. The 
whole account, without going into 
details, shows the character of the 
early Roman religion; cf. notes on 
XXI. 62. 

5 n. — 
sua sponte: i.e, without any ap- 
parent cause. 

12. via: Livy uses the ablative

20. Saturnalia: not now estab- 
lished for the first time, but probably 
enlarged and made more binding. — 
clamata : the whole people, slaves 
and all, ran about crying, lo Satur- 
nalia; cf. Macrobius, I. 10. 18 quo 
solo die {i.e, Dec. 19) apud aedem 
Saturni convivio dissoluto Satur- 
nalia clamitabantur.

There are several gaps in the Apen- 
nines by which Hannibal might 
have gone, but he seems to have 
come out of the marshes at Fae- 
sulae. The movement was appar- 
ently a surprise to the Romans, who 
expected him to follow them up as 
he had done before. His object 
was perhaps to rouse a rebellion of 
the various nations of Italy and only 
to fight under circumstances where 
he could gain the prestige of vic- 
tory. — solito : this ablative after a 
comparative Brst appears in prose in 
Livy; cf. 14.

6. sustinere, etc. : i.e. keep them- 
selves from falling when they once 
slipped; cf. XXI. 35. 12. — adsur- 
gere: i.e. find a firmer footing by 
getting out of a hole. 

7. aegre, etc. : i,e. dragging 
along without energy or spirit, as 
opposed to those who gave up en- 
tirely. — procubuissent : iterative 
subjunctive ; see XXI. 4. 4 n. — 
conficiebant, exhausted them ; cf. 
* done up.' 

9. sarcinis, individual luggage; 
i.e. the arms, tools, clothing, food, 
cooking utensils, etc., which were 
made up into bundles, attached to 
poles (^ muli Mariani*)^ and car- 
ried on the shoulders. The collec- 
tive baggage {impedimenta') ^ tents, 
engines of war, etc., was carried on 
pack-animals and in wagons. — tan-

morbo adjicitur oculorum ut postea 
nunquam dextro aeque bene usus 
sit; Juv. 10. 157 qualis fades et

3. regio, etc. : giving in irregu- 
lar order the details which Han- 
nibal discovered. — et omnium 
rerum : see 2. 3 n. 
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opulenti ; consul ferox ab consulatu priore et non modo 4 
legum aut patrum maiestatis sed ne deorum quidem satis 
metuens. Hanc insitam ingenio eius temeritatem for- 
tuna prospero civilibus bellicisque rebus successu aluerat. 
/itaque satis apparebat nee deos nee homines consulentem 5 
ferociter omnia ac praepropere acturum ; quoque pronior 
esset in vitia sua, agitare eum atque inritarc Poenus 
parat, et laeva relicto hoste Faesulas petens, medio 6 
Etruriae agro praedatum profectus, quantam maximam 
vastitatem potest caedibus incendiisque consuli procul 
ostendit.

in any case, even without his previous 
success. — civilibus : his various 
political measures, such as the as- 
signment of the Gallic territory, and 
his famous Flaminian Road and Cir- 
cus. — bellicis : his victory over 
the Insubrians in 223 B.C. — rebus : 
ablative of respect. 

5. satis apparebat, it was pretty 



clear. — agitare, bait; referring, like 
the English word, to the hunting of 
animals. 

6. Faesulas petens : this can 
hardly be correct, as Arretium would 
not be on Hannibal's left. He must 
have gone southerly to the west of 
Arretium. 

7. quieturus erat, would have^ 
etc., the protasis being contained in 
quieto hoste. — vero: like *you 
may be sure,* indicating the deter- 
mining circumstance. — iam : i.e, 
he had got so far as that, when he 
ought to have been stopped in the 
beginning. 

8. ceteris omnibus : emphati- 
cally opposed to Flaminius; Polyb- 
ius (III. 82) says riv(av olofUvcju. 
A council of war is indicated in 
which the higher officers joined, 
though of course the commander 
had the right to disregard their 
opinions. — collegam . . . cohi- 
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9 citibus communi animo consilioque rem gererent, interim 
equitatu auxiliisque levium armorum ab effusa praedandi 
licentia hostem cohibendum, iratus se ex consilio pro- 
ripuit signumque simul itineris pugnaeque cum pro-

Heerwagen's conjecture for filling 
the gap in the most ancient text; 
late MSS. have dedisset. 

10. immo, oh no ; a sarcastic and 
ironical contradiction to his own 
advice and determination. — move- 
rimus: the perfect subjunctive in 
prohibitions is unusual except with 



the second person. — olim : during 
the siege of Rome by the Gauls in 
390 B.C. 

11. increpans, storming; with 
the idea of reproach and abuse. — 
signa convelli : the final order for 
march. — equus, etc. : Coelius (Cic. 
de Div. I. 35. 77) locates this be- 
fore the statue of Jupiter Stator. 
Such omens were considered most 
serious by the ancients. Of course 
in this case as in many others par- 
tisan hatred has magnified or even 
created the supposed events. 

12. circa: see XXI. 7. 5 n. — 
signum . . . nequire: this was 
the most terrible omen of all. 

13. litteras: as in the former 
case (XXI. 63. 7 n.), as if this alone 
were wanting to complete the ob- 
stacles in his way. The whole is 
so well told that one doesn't care 
much whether it is fact or fiction. — 
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feffodiant sign'um, si ad convellendum manus prae metu 
obtorpuerint.' Incedere inde agmen coepit primoribus, 14 
super quam quod dissenserant ab consilio, territis etiam 
duplici prodigio, milite in vulgus laeto ferocia ducis, cum 
spem magis ipsam quam causam spei intueretur.

The Battle of Lake Trasimenus. 

4. Trasumennum lacum : now 
Lago di Perugia, at the south end 
of the same valley in which, at its 
northern end, lies Arretium. — per- 
vastat: this account can only be 
loosely given, for Cortona is some 
distance south of Arretium, and the 
valley is rather narrow there. The 
ravages must have been farther 
north and east. The movement 
was evidently to march by Flamin- 
ius' left flank and cut him off from 
Rome, or at least to give the appear- 



ance of marching on the city, and 
so bring on a battle under favorable 
circumstances. 

2. loca, etc. : evidently near the 
northeast corner of the lake. — ubi 
maxime, just where ; cf. turn ma- 
xime. — subit, comes close to. — via, 
etc.: i.e, only space for a road and 
very narrow at that. The emphasis 
is on via, and a new idea is added 
in perangusta. — ad id ipsum: 
i.e, to pass by. — deinde : the local 
sense is very rare; cf. 45. 6 and 
dein, XXI. 55. 2. — inde : i.e. from 
the plain again. Polybius (III. 83) 
and Livy do not agree in their to- 
pography of the battle-field. From 
Borghetto, near the northwestern 
corner of the lake, a defile skirts the 
water, extending east and southeast 
to La Torricella. This space is 
about nine miles long and at no 
point more than a mile and a half 
wide. At Passignano a bold head- 
land divides the defile into two 
parts, either of which satisfies Livy's 
description, and in one of them 
the massacre probably took 
place.

332. d. — sigpia, etc. : a neces- 
sary condition for the restoration of 
order (instruit, i). The first word 
refers to the maniple, the second

Div, I. 35, 78); Plut Fabius, 3; 
Plin. N, H, 11. 84. 200. Ovid (^F, 
VI. 765) puts the battle on the 23d 
of June, but as the calendar was 
much in advance of the true time, 
it was probably about the middle 
of April.

This 
cavalry had come too late and had 
crossed into Umbria to join the 
main body. 

2. pars, etc.: the two points of 
view are that of persons immedi- 
ately affected by the great calamity 
who thought little of this small one, 
and that of those who, being more 
philosophical, saw farther and esti- 
mated the calamity in its relation 
to the enfeebled state, to which 
even a slight reverse was serious. 



The thought is easily followed, but 
for translation the sentence must be 
broken up. 

3. magis: to be joined with 
sentiretur. 

4. tum: representing a nunc of 
direct discourse. 

5. iam diu: the last for actual 
service {rei gerendae causa) was 
A. Atilius Calatinus, B.C. 249. Fa- 
bius had been dictator to conduct 
the elections in 221 B.C. — dictato- 
rem dicendum : in apposition with 
remedium ; of. parendum XXI. 4. 
3 n., and see Gr. 301. r. — quia, etc. : 
the peculiar rigidity of the Roman 
polity, as well as the ways of correct- 
ing that rigidity are well illustrated 
here.

The necessity of the ap- 
pointment was determined as an 
executive matter by the senate.

Hannibal in Lower Italy. Re- 
ligious Preparations at Rome. 

9* Spoletium : on the Flamin- 
ian Road, a colony since B.C. 241. 
2. repulsus : Hannibal seems to 



have had no material for siege, and 
in general no idea of using that 
mode of warfare. This probably 
accounts for his failure to attack 
Rome itself. — unius: not equiva- 
lent to an indefinite article, but 
emphatic, ' a single colony of Rome ' 
as compared with the vast resources 
of the capital itself. 

3. in agrum, etc. : Hannibal was 
marching through the subjected 
regions of Central Italy towards the 
later-acquired territory of the South. 
He was evidently tr)nng to arouse 
a coalition of the subject nations 
against the great power, but with a 
want of success that is surprising. — 
avertit iter : with reference to 
recto itinere (i), the direct ad- 
vance upon Rome by the Flaminian 
road. 

4. magis, etc. : Ue, the great vie- 
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quam levi aut facili adfectus. Vbi satis quietis datum 5 
praeda ac populationibus magis quam otio aut requie 
gaudentibus, profectus Praetutianum Hadrianumque 
agrum, Marsos inde Marrucinosque et Paelignos devas- 
tat circaque Arpos et Luceriam proximam Apuliae re- 
gionem.

7. iterum : see 8. 5 ; the Romans 
were so punctilious about distinc- 
tions that Livy records the fact that 
it was the second dictatorship of 
Fabius, although it has no impor- 



tance for the narrative. — ab diis 
orsus: this was the regular order 
of business according to Varro 
(Gellius, XIV. 7. 9 docet de rebus 
divinis prius quam humanis ad 
senatum referendum esse) ; cf. 1 . 5 
and notes. — ipsos deos : i.e, 
through the Sibylline books. 

8. prodigia, etc. : as ordinarily 
the proper piacula were known. 
The Sibylline books were usually 
consulted only in the most extraor- 
dinary cases. — decemviri : see 
XXI.

9. isXziihMSt of doom ; the Sibyl- 
line books, as containing the fates 
impending and the means of avert- 
ing them. — quod . . . votum : 
not mentioned in detail in XXI.

26. 55. — ver sacrum : originally a 
vow to offer to the gods whatever 
should be bom in the following 
March and April, in case the 
threatened calamity should be 
averted. Later, instead of the hu- 
man sacrifice, children born in those 
months were, on reaching maturity, 
driven forth blindfolded to find a 
new home. To such emigrations 
several Italian communities traced 
their origin. — esset: for erit of 
the direct discourse. 

11. senatus: as opposed to the 
decemviri, — Fabium : as the head 



of the state these religious duties 
should rest on him, but in this case, 
on account of other occupations, he 
was excused by the senate, and the 
praetor urbanus (33. 8) ordered to 
take charge. — ex college, etc. : i,e, 
that for the religious details the 
pontifices should be consulted.
